REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee, 
OF 


CORNISH, N. H, 


——20:9300— 


Your Committee cheerfully submits the following, as his report 
in the present and future interests of the common schools in Cor- 
nish. 

During the year, we have had twenty-nine schools, taught in 
fifteen districts. The number of scholars attending more than two 
weeks, is 270. We have had the services of twenty-four teachers 
—twenty-two females, and two males. Five were beginners. 

The condition of our schools during the past year may well give 
satisfaction to the teachers, and to the parents, and to the tax- 
payers; for the results have been all we could reasonably expect 
from the outlays that were wisely made, with few exceptions. 

We need a larger school tax. We hope its increase will be favor- 
ably received at the Annual meeting of the town. But I am im- 
pressed with the care that should be taken in wisely expending 
what we have. 

The average attendance is highly creditable. We may well be 
proud of every scholar who succeeds in entering the Roll of Honor. 
It speaks to the praise of parents and scholars and teachers. 
Tardiness and dismissals and absences take away a large per cent. 
from the prosperity of our schools, especially do the delinquent 
ones suffer irrecoverable loss, 
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The appended statistical table gives the names of the prudential 
committees, and teachers; also, the length of schools in weeks; the 
whole and average attendance in term; amount of money received 
by the districts; wages of teachers per month, including board ; 
number of visitors; visits of Superintending Committee; and the 
number of different scholars attending in the districts, during the 
year. 

Since I am about to retire from the office of Superintending 
School Committee, I purpose to confine myself almost exclusively 
to matters for successful school work. 


School-Meetings. 


My first suggestion is that we take a deeper interest in our 
School Meetings. We cannot afford to let two or three transact 
the business of a district. It is a sad fact, that those who absent 
themselves from these meetings are the ones who can and should 
do the best service for the prosperity of our schools. 

A good school-meeting begins well for a good school. An agent 
is chosen who will discharge ,his duties faithfully. Here let me 
say, | think the practice in taking turns, as agent, is injurious. 
Have we a man fitted for the place, elect him while he does 
good service. The agent should be a man who has been a suc- 
cessful teacher, who takes an active interest in the prosperity 
of the school, who does not consider his office burdensome, who 
has a personal acquaintance with live teachers, and will not hire 
unless he is convinced he has found an earnest, successful teacher 
who is well qualified for the work. Let us remember the office of 
prudential committee is an important one. Let us never fill it — 
with an incumbent who cares nothing about the school, or the 
teacher more than to secure one who will work for low wages, a 
certain number otf wees, until the money is expended. 


School Teachers. 


I think our teachers fail to appreciate the responsibilities resting 
upon them. They think teaching is a commendable service, but 
have not a high estimate of what they should de and do. 

I regret we do not have our Teachers’ Institutes and our Teach- 
ers’ class in the Academy, as in years gone by. What we sce done 
well, helps us much to do the same. There is no profession that 
demands a more thorough preparation for its responsible duties 
than that of a successful teacher. There may be born teachers, 
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but the number is very small, and would not supply many of our 
schools. Whoever aspires to school-teaching should prepare for 
the work. Cultivate a spirit of lively activity. A dull, sleepy, 
inactive person should never find a place in the scnool room as an 
instructor. Become familiar with all the subjects to be taught in 
the different branches. While teaching, give all your time to 
prepare the best matter in the best way for your scholars. Be 
realy. The half of our teachers who were most deficient might 
have doubled the worth of their services by daily preparation. 
Teach by precept and example. Keep full, would you make full 
scholars. 


Parents. 


Parents have much to do any way for the prosperity of our 
schools. I think the influence of parents for good or evil is a 
greater power in our schools than the influence of our teachers. 
While we demand of our teachers earnest and faithful work, we 
should wisely co-operate with them and assist them. 

It seems easy for some to find fault with the teacher and school. 
These habitual fault-finders are just as likely to complain of a 
good teacher and a good school as a poor teacher and a poor 
school. Fault-finding for the sake of fault-finding is a miserable 
practice, as fault-finding to build up self to the injury of another 
is a most miserable practice, and the harm sooner or later will 
return and abide with the offender. 

Let us rather learn to show, in all suitable ways, more interest 
in education, and more in the school. Teachers are fellow labor- 
ers with parents and with scholars. Let us, as parents, not be 
contented until we discharge, with fidelity, our duty to the teach- 
ers, to our children, and to ourselves. Let us remember that it 
takes good scholars and good parents and good teachers to make 
good schools. Here we all may be and do what is required, if we 
choose. 


Changes of Books. 


In 1877, we adopted Cornell's series of Geographies. No other 
geography has a lawful place in our schools. Let the parents and 
teachers use these text-books until your Committee shall deem it 
advisable to make achange In 1877, we adopted Qnackenbos’s 
Elementary History. This interesting and useful study is intended 
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to follow the Primary Geography. We think the Higher Geogra- 
phy is too difficult for our scholars, at the age they complete the 
Primary. The History is easier, and really prepares the scholar 
for successful study in geography. 

In 1878, we introduced Greenleaf’s Practical and Elementary 
and Primary Arithmetics. These will be the only authorized 
arithmetics for four years to come, at least. I have no doubt we 
shall use them as long as we did the Common School. With re- 
gard to its merits, I believe it one of the most progressive, one of 
the best arranged, one of the most practical and one of the best 
arithmetics. 

Our series of Readers are worn and old. I do cheerfully recom- 
mend the Franklin series. It will not cost as much for new books 
entire as it would to make Hilliard’s good, the publishers give so 
low terms on exchange. 

I would recommend, also, to leave out of the series the Fourth 
and Sixth Readers, and use in their places Quackenbos’s Hlement- 
ary and American Histories, I have no doubt of the good work-’ 
ing of those histories for readers. There has been a great neglect 
of history, which this arrangoment would supply, without addi- 
tional expense. 

Let me say, I have taken pleasure in these changes, and am 
pleased with the results. I have given you the books at the lowest 
prices. There has been a saying of from thirty to fifty per cent. 

I would recommend that the Superintending School Committee 
be authorized to keep school books and furnish them at the lowest 
prices. There would be a large saving of expense annually. 

Your committee returns thanks to teachers, scholars, and parents, 
for their kindness and favors the four years’ past, and most sin- 
cerely wishes you more prosperity in the future.
